The  increase  in  enrollment  for  1897-98 
over  that  of  the  preceding  year  was  tO. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  open  a new 
room  in  the  Second  ward,  therefore,  a 
room  was  secured  in  the  German  Metho- 
dist Church  and  a new  teacher  employed. 
Even  this  did  not  answer  as  it  was  hoped 
it  might,  for  several  of  the  teachers  still 
had  on  their  roll  the  names  of  60  pupils. 
After  four  rooms  had  been  opened  out- 
side of  the  ward  buildings  it  seemed  best 
to  try  to  finish  the  year  as  well  as  we 
could  with  such  accommodations  as  we 
then  had.  At  first,  owing  to  the  war 
and  to  the  city  improvements,  which 
made  the  taxes  higher,  the  Board  hesi- 
tated to  ask  for  appropriations  to  build 
new  baildings;  but  as  time  went  on  and 
a closer  knowledge  of  the  wants  of  the 
schools  became  known,  it  seemed  impos- 
sible to  go  on  the  next  year  as  we  had 
I this.  After  a careful  investigation  of 
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the  different  wards,  it  was  decided  to  ask 
for  additions  to  the  Tappan  School  and 
to  the  Philip  Bach  School,  also  for  a jan- 
itor’s house  in  the  Second  ward  and  one 
in  the  Sixth,  as  it  had  been  clearly  shown 
that  the  basement  is  no  place  for  a fam- 
ily to  live,  nor  does  it  add  to  the  health 
of  the  children  who  are  occupying  the 
rooms  above.  In  their  extreme  modesty 
and  with  fear  and  trembling  the  Board 
asked  for  $14,000,  which  at  a public 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose  was  will- 
ingly granted.  The  plans  submitted  ex- 
ceeded by  far  this  appropriation.  The 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 
spent  days  looking  over  the  plans,  cutting 
out  all  extras,  making  the  buildings  as 
plain  as  possible  in  order  to  come  within 
the  appropriation,  but  it  has  been  sim- 
ply impossible.  The  additions  including 
heating  and  furnishing  will  cost  over 
$15,000,  leaving  nothing  for  janitors’ 
houses.  By  strict  economy  we  have  re- 
duced our  overdraft  over  $700.  We  feel 
compelled  to  ask  the  citizens  for  an  addi-. 
tional  $5,000  to  be  raised  by  tax  and 
bonds  issued  for  the  same. 

The  school  year  of  1897-8  opened  with 
bright  prospects,  as  Supt.  Perry  had  re- 
turned from  his  northern  trip  with  seem- 
ingly improved  health;  but  after  the 
severe  strain  of  the  first  month’s  work, 
sickness  compelled  him  to  give  up  all  of 
his  school  duties,  which  he  was  never 
able  to  take  up  again.  It  was  not  sur- 
prising that,  for  the  moment,  we  felt 
that  the  work  could  not  go  on  without 
the  beloved  superintendent,  who  had  de- 
voted twenty-seven  years  of  his  life  to 
raising  our  schools  to  the  high  position 
they  now  hold.  The  teachers,  knowing 
so  well  his  methods,  and  highly  respect- 
ing his  wishes,  rallied  to  meet  the 
emergency,  and  too  much  praise  cannot 
be  given  to  their  faithful  work.  Some- 
times the  burden  seemed  unsurmount- 
able,  but  time  and  patience  overcame  all 
difficulties,  and  the  School  Board  takes 
pleasure  in  extending  to  the  principals 
and  teachers  their  hearty  thanks  for 


bringing  this  year  to  so  satisfactory  a 
close. 

Two  new  teachers  have  been  added  to 
the  faculty  of  the  High  School,  and  two 
to  the  Grades.  A seventh  grade  will  be 
opened  in  the  Tappan  School,  which  will 
leave  one  room  in  the  W.  S.  Perry  School 
for  lower  grades.  This  change,  it  is 
thought,  will  relieve  the  overflow  in  the 
latter  school.  We  coosider  ourselves 
fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Slauson,  form- 
erly superintendent  of  the  schools  at 
Moline,  111.,  to  take  up  the  work  laid 
down  b}7  Supt.  Perry.  We  extend  to  him 
our  warmest  welcome,  and  trust  there 
are  many  years  of  usefulness  for  him  in 
our  midst.

Report  of  the  Ward  Schools. 
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The  number  enrolled  during  the  year 
was  80  more  than  that  of  the  preceding 
year,  while  the  average  number  belong- 
ing was  37  more,  and  the  average  daily 
attendance  was  24  more.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the 
High  School. 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of 
Ann  Arbor: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the 
following  report: 

The  work  of  the  High  School  has  been 
as  successful  as  could  be  expected  when 
we  have  been  deprived  of  the  skillful 
guidance  and  watchful  care  of  our 
Superintendent,  Walter  S.  Perry,  who 
had  given  twenty-seven  of  the  best  years 
of  his  life  to  the  upbuilding  of  this 
school.  The  teachers  have  endeavored 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  school  along 
the  lines  already  laid  down  by  such 
careful  hands.  The  enrollment  of  the 
year  was  substantially  the  same  as  that 
of  last  year.  There  was,  however,  a 
marked  increase  in  the  numbers  enrolled 
in  the  first  and  second  years.  The  excess 
of  boys  over  girls  was  even  more  marked 
than  usual.

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion 
made  by  Supt.  Perry  in  his  last  report, 
the  number  of  hours  given  to  the  study 
of  English  was  increased.  As  this  in- 
crease was  experimental  in  its  character, 
it  was  decided  to  limit  it  to  the  tenth 
grade  pupils.  So  far  it  seems  to  be,  a 
success. 

MATHEMATICS. 

The  number  of  failures  on  the  part  of 
pupils  in  advanced  mathematics  and 
mathematical  sciences  has  been  the 
cause  of  much  anxiety.  A long  and 
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careful  investigation  has  shown  that  in 
the  majority  of  cases  failure  was  due  to 
a lack  of  knowledge  of  the  more  elemen- 
tary mathematics.  A determined  effort 
has  therefore  been  made  to  see  to  it  that 
the  elementary  work  is  well  done  before 
the  pupil  is.  allowed  to  take  up  the  ad- 
vanced studies.  It  is  too  soon  to  speak 
of  results  now,  but  from  what  has 
already  occurred  I think  we  are  justified 
in  looking  for  a greatly  improved  state 
of  affairs  hereafter.  * 

THE  PERKY  MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  alumni  and  friends  of  the  High 
School  have  undertaken  to  raise  a fund 
for  a memorial  to  Supt.  Perry.  This 
memorial  is  to  be  in  the  form  of  scholar- 
ships to  assist  worthy  graduates  of  the 
school  In  pursuing  their  studies  in  the 
University  of  Michigan.  The  amount 
available  for  each  person  is  limited  to 
$125  for  one  year.  I am  glad  to  say  that 
the  committee  in  charge  has  met  with 
such  success  as  to  be  able  to  notify  the 
teachers  that  three  students  could  be 
assisted  next  year.  The  teachers  ac- 
cordingly chose  that  number  of  gradu- 
ates to  become  beneficiaries  of  the  fund. 
Great  pains  was  taken,  and  always  will 
be  taken,  to  see  that  the  holders  of  the 
scholarships  not  only  stand  in  need  of 
financial  help,  but  also  are  of  such  moral 
and  intellectual  character  as  will  ensure 
the  best  use  of  the  assistance  given.  No 
one  who  knew  Supt.  Perry  can  doubt  for 
a moment  this  is  the  form  of  memorial 
which  he  would  have  chosen  for  himself. 
The  friends  of  the  school,  therefore,  who 
feel  disposed  to  contribute  to  this  fund, 
can  have  the  assurance  that  their  money 
is  put  to  a good  use  in  assisting  needy 
students,  and  at  the  same  time  that  they 
are  honoring  the  memory  of  the  noble 
man  who  put  so  much  of  his  own  life 
into  the  schools  of  this  city.
